Overtime Pay Presents Problems on Budget 


Belle Glade city employe 
salaries were among the first 
things taken up Monday night 
at the commission's first 
budget session for next year, 
and promised to provide 
administrative headaches next 


year. 
On Manager William Ma} 
told the commissioners 
the biggest problem is that the 
city employes now come under 
minimum wage re- 
quirements and the city faces 
“a whole new ball game" for 
fiscal year 1974-75. 
Causing particular рау 
blue collar 
workers and public safety 
‘employes such as fire fighters 
and police officers. 

Among the requirements for 
the new fiseal year is 
retroactive requirement by the 
U. S. Department of Labor 
that blue collar workers be 
paid time and a half for 
everything over 40 hours a 
Week, with no overtime. pay 
being carried from one pav 
period to the next. 

He said tke blue collar 
workers have traditionally 
been averaging 48 hours a 
week but said work weeks in 
the future may berbased on 40 
hours with the understanding 
that any overtime must be 
approved in advance. 

He said one plan mentioned 
by the Department of Labor 
involved a “Chinese Overtime” 
formula wherein the worker 
would be paid time and a half 
for the first eight hours over 
40 he works but would be paid 
less than straight time for 
anything over 48 hours.

Fireball Triggers Plea 


Search for Meteorites Asked XE 


A fireball seen' flashing 
through the Belle Glade skies 
last week, and. which is 
thought to have landed in Lake 
Okeechobee, northwest of 
here, has triggered a plea for 
area residents to be on the 
lookout for meteors, 

Karl Simmons, regional 
coordinator of the American 
Meteor Society in Jacksonville, 
said the brilliant fireball, seen 
by a number of people in the 
Belle Glade area about 8:15 
p.m: July 8 may have produced 
several meteorites. 

Simmons described mete- 
orites as stones that fall from 
the sky;pieces of space debris 
that do not burn up 
completely. 

"Please be on the lookout for 
meteorites in your yard, fields 
or pasturelands," Simmons 
urged. “Meteorites are scien- 
tifically important and worthy 
of study and preservation.” 

He said anyone who thinks 
they have a meteorite can 
write the society at 4238 
Springwood Road in Jackson- 
ville (Zip Code 32207), giving a 


description or sending а 
sample. 
АП specimens will be 


examined free of charge. If the 
person has a meteorite, an 
offer will be made for its 
purchase or it will be returned. 

“The real value,” Simmons 
said, “is their 
importance, and paid for 
them are in the nature of 
rewards to stimulate interest 
and search.

He said meteorites can be 
identified when they're falling 
by its fireball appearance and а 
thunderous noise which is 
often heard many miles from 
where it lands. 

“Persons within a fraction of 
a mile of the place of fall" 
Simmons said, “are likely to 
hear a different kind of 
sound-a whizzing or whirring 
noise.” 

He said some meteorites are 
metal, generally almost all iron 
with 5 to 10 percent nickel. An 
all-metal meteorite will be 
attracted to a magnet. 

Most meteorites, on the 
other hand, are stony with only 
sprinkling of metal in them. 
If free metal oceurs in а stony 
mass, the piece is almost 
certainly a true meteorite. 
They may occur in almost any 
form, but are generally 
irregular in shape and are 
rarely round or ball-shaped. 

“Freshly fallen meteorites,” 


“Simmons said, “are covered 


with a melted crust, which is 
often of a glassy nature and 
hence ‘shiny’; it is always thin 
and generally black. 

"Meteorites,"he said, “never 
show ‘gas bubble’ holds like 
artificial slag and are never 
frothy or spongy like some 
lavas or voleanie rocks. They 
are always solid or compact in 
composition. 

“Meteorites may bury 
themselves or be at the bottom

Too often, the contributions 
of agricultural scientists go 
unheralded, oftentimes un 
noticed and far too many times 
credit is not sufficiently given. 
Without the efforts and 
accomplishments of these 
curious and inquiring minds 
agriculture would not be where 
it is today. 

Eradication of the dangerous 
screwworm fly in the south 
fast. conquering and control 
ling the devastating fruit fly 
and many other developments 
both biologically and econ 
omically can be attributed 
solely to the effective efforts of 
our agricultural scientists, just 
to mention а few. 

Looming on the horizon now 
as another exciting possibility 
being researched and already 
showing promise is the 
freshening of cows without 
calving. If perfected, the 
process can be substantial in 
the increased production of 
milk, а very important food 
item in our diet. 

Work of Ohio State scien 
tists under the leadership of 
Drs. Smith and Schanbacher 


qonfirmed the lactation induc- 
Ing capabilities through the use 
of these hormones, The 
scientists tell us thai much is 
yet to be learned about this 
Process such as when is the 
best time in the cows 
reproductive cycle to render 
"the treatment, levels of other 
harmones in the animals and 
other items which must be 
further researched, However, 
the work seems to have 
promise.

Dr. C. W. Heald of Virginia 
Tech sites two major advan- 
tages where the dairy industry 
may benefit from induced 
lactations. First, the possibility 
of bringing heifers into milk six 
to 12 months earlier than 
normal and secondly, the 
return of open cows to mild 
production. This could be 
especially meaningful to 
dairymen who often feel their 
best cow is difficult to get bred 
and culling her is certainly a 
problem: while keeping her is 
an economic drain. 

In 1971 they reported in one 
experiment seven of 10 cows 
responded with 305 day 
lactations ranging from 63 to 
106 per cent of the milk 
recorded for their previous 
natural lactation. One indiv.

It‘isn’t likely that anything 
serious will happen on an 
ordinary outdoor outing, but 
there is always the possibility 
of shock or sprains, burns or 
bites. The best thing, of 
course, is to prevent accidents 
in the first place, but if there is 
an emergency, prompt atten- 
tion can be mighty helpful, so a 
basic first aid kit should be a 
part of any pleasure trip. 

Here are some of the more 
‘common accidents listed by the 
people at Mountain Dew, the 
lemony tasting soft drink, in a 
new free pamphlet on Outdoor 
First Aid, and what to do 
about them:

Symptoms for heat ex- 
haustion are a cold, clammy, 
pale face.

Lay him on 
his back, with head and 
sholders low. If you can , give 
him salted water, one teaspoon 
of salt to one glass of water. 

Wash cuts and scratches 
with soap and clean water. To 
control heavy bleeding, apply 
direct pressure on the wound 
with a sterile compress. Never 
bandage the unjury until the 
bleeding is stopped, and never 
apply а tourniquet except for 
extreme bleeding. 

Any injured person goes into 
some degree of shock: he gets 
pale, clammy, feels chilly, and 
sometimes seems disoriented. 
Make the person lie down, 
elevate his feet slightly, and 
cover him with a blanket, 
sweater or coat. If his injury is 
not too serious, he can move 
around in a few minutes, but 
he should be carefully watched 
or the next hour or so. 

In any situation that is more 
than just obviously minor, «call 
а doctor or get the victim to a 
hospital as fast as you can.

When the Coast Guard 
checks a rented boat and finds 
witHout all the required 
equipment, who is given 
a citation? Is it the operator, 
who has rented the boat, or is 
it the owner of the rental 
agency who gets the penalty? 

Unit! recently, only the 
operator (driver) of the rented 
boat could be held responsible 
and penalized for equipment 
violations. But effective im- 
mediately, when the equip- 
ment provided by a livery boat 
owner is deficient, he/she (the 
owner) will be cit 

This doesn’t mean the 
driver of the rented vessel is 
immune to federal require- 
ments. 

Although the operator may 
escape at least part of the 
responsibility for required 
equipment, he is totally 
responsible for the manner in 
which he handles the boat. If 
the rental boat is maneuvered 
in a reckless, negligent 
manner, the operator (driver) 
can be penalized. 

In order to protect both the 
owner and the operator, the 
Coast Guard suggests that a 
rental agreement be carried 
aboard the restal boat, stating 
what equipment is provided by 
the rental boat owner.

Boarding Officers will know if 
a violation was the fault of the 
livery boat owner or the 
customer.
